Caracas, Venezuela, Monday, Dec.' 


14.—Via Willemstad, Dec. 1C.—The 
people of Caracas arose today against 
President Castro. An infuriated mob, 
unhindered 
by

.swept 


through the city wrecking the prop- 
erty of his henchmen and his closest 
friends. 
Tho people rounded up all 


the statues and pictures of President 
Castro from the clubs and other semi- 
public buildings and burned them 
with rejoicing on the Plaza Bolivar. 


Castro's rule in Venezuela probably 


is ended. 


In spite of Holland's war-like activ- 


ity on the coast, there have been no 
demonstrations 
against The Nether- 


lands; they all have been directed 
against President Castro and Acting 
President Gomez. 


Further dangerous

are anticipated. No official act depos-

Country People Swell Mob. 


An enormous crowd .of inhabitants 


of the.capital swelled the crowd from 
the outlying country, gathering in the 
streets soon after flay break. 
The 


people began marching up and down 
the main thoroughfares and it was 
easy to see thtattheir ill temper would 
soon result in violence. 
The police 


stood by and made no attempt what- 
ever to restrain the mob. 


The first building to be attacked 


and looted was 
that of the lottery 


monopoly. 
The offices of the State 


Enterprise that has enriched itself at 
the expense of the people were ran- 
sacked and pillaged. Furniture was 
broken and thrown into the streets 
and thousands of lottery tickets were 
destroyed. 


Pillage Newspaper Office. 


The crowd then moved to the print- 


ing office of El Conslitucional, the or- 


; gan of President Castro, of which 
Guaersindo Rivas is editor, and pil- 
laged it completely. 


A steam laundry belonging to Senor 


Rivas also was wrecked. 


The crowd then t.-rned its attention 


to several drug stores belonging to 
Senor Thielen, a son-in-law of Gen- 
eral Tello Mendoza, and turned them 
inside out. General Mendoza was at 
one time minister of finance and pub 
lie credit under Castro. He was also 
tae president's private secretary for 
several years and has been regarded 
as one of his staunchest supporters. 
He is universally hated by the ene- 
mies of Castro andihis unpopularity 
and his close 
connection 
with the 


president accounted for the anger of 
the populace against the property of 
h's son-in-law. 


Bonfire of Statues and Pictures. 
The statues and pictures of Presi- 


dent Castro were made into a huge 
bonfire or. the Plaza Bolivar. 
The 


crowd cheered as the flames complet- 
ed the destruction of these effigies of 
the dictator. 


Numerous inscriptions setting forth 


tlons. 
These measures had the de- 


sirefl effect for the mob quieted down 
and then dispersed. 


Several Killed by Soldiers. 


The attack yesterday on the offices 


of El Constitucional, when the crowd 
was curbed by a detachment of sol- 
diers, who fired in to the demon- 
strants, resulted in several fatalities. 
A criminal action has been begun 
against Editor Rivas and other em- 
ployes of the paper, in which they are 
charged with responsibility for these 
deaths. It is declared that Rivas and 
his men fired first on the people, mak- 
ing use of revolvers. 


£1 Constitucional has suspended 


publication and Caracas is practically 
without a newspaper. 
. The funeral, of Maracano Rojas, one 
of the men killed in the fighting of 
yesterday, has been fixed for tomor- 
row. The vast crowd will turn out and 
further disorders and rioting are ex- 
pected.

his home in Edge^-ood last night. Mrs.

failed to reach her lather's bedside 
before the end came. 


Mr. Mitchell in August last suffered 


an attack of acute indigestion. From 
this he rallied BO that he wus able to 
walk about his hoiae unattended, until 
two weeks ago, when ho began to fail 
slowly.

Mitchell's death were his sons, Harold 
of New London and Walter of Newark, 
and his daughters, Mrs. Walter Hart 
of Rye, N. Y.; Mrs. Mason Hoppln and 
the Misses Elizabeth, Bessie and Har- 
riet Mitchell, all of New Haven.

chell were ail Yale men, therefore it 
Iras natural that he too should pass 
through the university, from which he 
was graduated in 3841.

He retired to a farm 
owned by his grandfather in the town 
of Salem. 


In 1844 he sailed for Europe to take

tary ol Agriculture James Wilson, In 
his twelfth annual report to President 
Roosevelt, declares farm products of 
1908 
make a new record In the coun- 


try's history. American farms are 
reported to have exceeded the mines 
fourfold, albeit oil and precious mat- 
als are Included In the showing of the 
latter. 


Corn Is declared king la the de- 


tailed account of cereals, staples, tu- 
bers, and the dethroned, monarch— 
cotton. Cotton takes second place In 
value. 


The hay yield makes a new record, 


Is the greatest «ver reported,, and 
thus helps the remarkable showing 
of agricultural products in general. 


In the course of a most exhaustive 


review of domestic resources, foreign 
relations, departmental work, Internal 
improvements, 
needs, 
experiments, 


and projected reforms, the secretary 
does not disdain detailed considera- 
tion of agriculture's zoological, orni- 
thological, and entomological sides. 


Not merely the boll weevil, pest of 


crop is on* of the highest three »rer 
produced, but with a value next to 
tJi» highest or perhaps more, and al- 
though the farm price of cotton this 
yew !• below the price of last year 
by more than 1 cent For the first 
time In the hlttory of this country1* 
agriculture th« value of the cotton 
crop. Including seed, has apparently 
exceeded tho Talu« of the hay crop, 
which hu heretofore held 
second 


place. 


"The greatest hay crop in history 


has been gathered this year, 68,000,- 
000 tons, or 12 per cent above the 
average of the preceding five year*. 
Its price Is $2 per ton less than It 
was a year ago, but still ths farm 
value of the crop Is $621,000,000, or 
6 per cent above the five year aver- 
age. 


"Wheat is 1% per cent above the 


flve year average In production and 
23 per cent above In total value. The 
660.000.000 bushels of this crop are 
estimated to be worth $620.000,000 to 
the farmers, or $66,000.000 more than 
the most valuable wheat crop hereto 
fore produced. 


Bumper Hay Crop Reported. 


Of the grand total of values that 


of the corn crop Is about one-third; 
wheat, hay, and cotton comblnad 
make more than another third; and 
tho smaller crops the remainder, or 
nearly one-third. Never before has 
the hay crop been BO large in quan- 
tity, nor the rice crop, nor the sugar 
beet crop, nor beet and cane sugar 
production. The production of barley 
has been exceeded In only one former 
year, and cotton by only two years at 
the most.

per cent of the raw materials used In 
those manufacturing industries which 
depend mostly or considerably upon 
agricultural materials, and these in- 
dustries use 42 per cent of all mater- 
ials used in all Industries. 


"Greatest of all crops Is Indian 


corn, whose production this year Is 
2,643,000,000 bushels. 
The value of 


this crop Is 
$1,015,000,000. Com- 


pared -with the average of the preced- 
ing flve years the quantity IB 2 per 
cent higher and the value 43 per cent 
higher. 


"It seems likely that the cotton 


farm Is worth as much as the cotton 
crop, seed Included, or the hay crap, 
or the wheat crop. ' 


The aggregate value of animals sold 


and slaughtered and of animal pro- 
ducts at the farm amounts to about 
three-eighths of the value of all farm 
products, estimated upon the census

passes the half million dollar mark. 


The total cost of 2,151,000 mllea ot 


road Is given as over $1,720,000,000, 
while the percentage of improved 
roads was only 7.14 in 1904, and Is 
probably not la eiceeg ot 8 per cent 
at the present time. 


Twenty Btatas are reported to have 


adopted the state aid plan of Im- 
proving roads, either hy appropriating 
money from the stats treasuries or by 
providing skilled supervision or both.

'Over 2,000,- 
000 people are reported as having at- 
tended the farmers' Institute meet- 
ings during the year."
